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A Child’s Life May Be Spared by Gifts to New Fund 


Editor's Note: This is the 
first of a series of articles 
depicting situations 
en­ 
countered by child welfare 
workers in this area.Some 
may strike you as un­ 
believable. Others may not 
seem 
so surprising. In 
each case, the 
normal 
channels of state aid did 
not apply. Several provi­ 
sions are written into the 
laws governing who may 
receive public assistance 
and how much they may re­ 
ceive.

In each of the cases described, 
In this series, the child welfare 
worker 
saw a serious imme­ 
diate 
need that 
was not lieing 
met 
through existing channels. 
To fill serious needs that arise 
among persons and families with 
in Scott County is the goal of the 
newly formed Scott County chil­ 
dren's Fund. 
For about two years there has 
existed 
a 
Scott 
county child 
welfare 
advisory 
committee. 
Most 
cities 
within the county 
have a 
representative on the 
committee. 
But its effectiveness in meet­ 
ing emergencies was virtually 


nil because it 
had no money. 
It's chief contribution was in 
keeping the county's two child 
welfare 
workers advised of 
problems within their own com­ 
munities. 
As a 1968 project the com­ 
mittee 
has undertaken a pro­ 
ject 
to establish a fund from 
contributions 
for 
needy chil­ 
dren in the county. One hundred 
per cent of the money will go 
directly 
to those who need it. 
None of it will be 
spent for 
id ministration. 
Most needy children's cases 
:ome 
to the attention of the 
county's 
two 
child 
welfare 
workers, who work out 
of the 
division of w'elfare 
office 
in 
Sikeston. 
The Child Welfare workers re­ 
ceive reports of cases they should 
investigate 
from the juvenile 
court in Benton, from public offi­ 
cials such as the prosecuting at­ 
torney, from public assistance 
workers, from parents and from 
interested persons. 
The following cases are sul* 
stantially real accounts of per­ 
sons living in this immediate 
area. 
The names and in some 
cases the ages have been changed 
to prevent embarrassment. 
Several civic clubs and ser­ 


vice clubs already have been 
contacted by the committee work­ 
ing to establish a children's fund. 
Many more personal donations 
and group pledges are needed. 
The committee's goal is to pro­ 
vide child w'elfare w'orkers with 
a wmrking budget of $200 per 
month 
for 
emergencies that 
arise. 
Here are some actual cases: 
Jimmy, 3, is a hydrocephilic 
(w'ater head) child from this im­ 
mediate area. 
He was deserted by his young 
mother recently and left in the 
care of his elderly grandmother. 
She took Jimmy to a doctor who 
referred the child to the Missou­ 
ri crippled Children's Service. 
The service 
representative 
told the grandmother that Jimmy 
would never be normal. He will 
never be able to walk, talk or 
feed himself. 
He suffers from 
a congenital defect from which 
most persons afflicted die in 
childhood, or in their teens. 
There is no known cure but the 
University of Missouri medical 
center treats afflicted children 
by draining some of the fluid and 
giving 
them 
periodic 
relief 
from the pressure that builds 
on their brains. 
The child welfare worker was 


called when the crippled chil­ 
dren worker learned that 
the 
grandmother could not afford to 
pay the transportation costs for 
Jimmy's treatments. 
Two problems were involved. 
The grandmother was not the 
legal guardian and could not sign 
for the required surgery to give 
the child relief. 
This problem was overcome 
within tw'o weeks. Upon investi­ 
gation, the child welfare worker 
found tliat the mother w'as no 
longer living with her husband, 
or had she for three years. Not 
a trace of the mother's wherea­ 
bouts was found, so after a hear­ 
ing, custody was granted to the 
grandmother. 
But the second problem, the 
one that each reader could have 
solved by pooled effort, was how 
to pay the transportation costs 
for the treatments. 
It took more than a month to 
work through a local church and 
hire a man to take Jimmy 
for 
treatments. 
The 
extra month Jimmy suf­ 
fered 
could have been elimi­ 
nated 
if the Scott County chil­ 
dren's 
fund had a surplus to 
meet such emergencies. 
Case No. 2 
A deplorable case of a 
nine- 


year-old 
girl named Jane who 
had been sexually molested and 
had to be taken from this imme­ 
diate area to be treated for ex­ 
treme hemorrhaging was not re­ 
moved from the circumstances 
that led to her attack. 
A hospital social worker who 
learned of 
Jane's 
attack in­ 
vestigated 
and came to the 
opinion that she had been mo­ 
lested in her own home. 
A doctor 
in this area 
had 
treated Jane 
twice before for 
such 
hemorrhaging. Her par­ 
ents 
said they thought the child 
had cancer. Her doctor told the 
social worker that he had told the 
parents 
the girl had been mo­ 
lested. 
It 
was 
the 
opinion of the 
child 
welfare 
worker 
that 
since 
neither the attacker, or 
the place could be established, 
that the child should be put in 
a foster home. 
But 
a 
shortage of foster 
care 
money prevented this and 
Jane was returned to her home. 
Case No. 3 
If you could prevent the death 
of a child, would you? 
A baby died last year 
in our 
area shortly after delivery. He 
would have lived if he had re­ 
ceived proper medical care at 


that critical time. 
But, Peggy, the 
mother, was 
unable to pay $100 required by 
the doctor she saw during her 
pregnancy. She was turned away 
by the 
doctor 
when her labor 
pains 
started two 
months be­ 
fore 
the baby was expected. 
Fran, 
a 
neighbor living in 
an adjoining 
apartment, assis­ 
ted in the delivery, but the child 
died. He died six hours after 
birth. 
What kind of a mother would 
allow such a thing to happen? 
An 
unknowing 
mother is the 
answer. Peggy was unmarried, 
unemployed 
and 
had no rela­ 
tives living here. 
Y’ou can prevent 
such a tra­ 
gedy from 
recurring, by sup­ 
porting the Scott 
County chil­ 
dren's fund.

Begins Recess 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(.AP) — The U.N. General As­ 
sembly recessed for about three 
months early today after a ses­ 
sion 
overshadowed 
by 
two 
crises it never came to grips 
with— the Middle East and Viet­ 
nam. 
The 123-nation assembly also 
failed to conclude a treaty to 
halt the spread of nuclear weap­ 
ons because the 17-nation disar­ 
mament committee in Geneva 
couldn’t nail down all points at 
issue. But the assembly hoped 
to have a treaty waiting for it in 
the spring.

A Child’s Life May Be Spared by Gifts to New Fund 


Editor's Note: This Is tile 
first of a series of articles 
depicting situations 
en­ 
countered by child welfare 
workers in this area. Some 
may strike you as un­ 
believable. Others may not 
seem 
so surprising. In 
each case, the 
normal 
channels of state ald did 
not apply. Several provi­ 
sions are written into the 
laws governing who may 
receive public assistance 
and how much they may re­ 
ceive.

In each of the cases described, 
In this series, the child welfare 
worker saw a serious imme­ 
diate need that was not being 
met through existing channels. 
To fill serious needs that arise 
among persons and familieswith 
in Scott County is the goal ofthe 
newly formed Scott County chil­ 
dren's Fund. 
For about two years there has 
existed 
a Scott 
county child 
welfare 
advisory committee. 
Most 
cities within the county 
have a 
representative on the 
committee. 
But its effectiveness in meet­ 
ing emergencies was virtually 


nil because it 
had no money. 
It's chief contribution was in 
keeping the county's two child 
welfare 
workers advised of 
problems within their own com­ 
munities. 
As a 1968 project the com­ 
mittee 
has 
undertaken a pro­ 
ject 
to establish a fund from 
contributions 
for 
needy chil­ 
dren in the county. One hundred 
per cent of the money will go 
directly 
to those who need it. 
None of it 
will be 
spent for 
id mini.st ration. 
Most needy children's cases 
:ome 
to the attention of the 
county's 
two 
child 
welfare 
corkers, who work out of the 
division of welfare 
office in 
Sikeston. 
The Child Welfare workers re­ 
ceive reports of cases they should 
investigate 
from the juvenile 
court in Benton, from public offi­ 
cials such as the prosecuting at­ 
torney, from public assistance 
workers, from parents and from 
Interested persons. 
The following cases are sub­ 
stantially real accounts of lier- 
sons living in this immediate 
area. 
The names and in some 
cases the ages have been changed 
to prevent embarrassment. 
Several civic clubs and ser­ 


vice clubs already have been 
contacted by the committee work­ 
ing to establish a children's fund. 
Many more personal donations 
and group pledges are needed. 
The committee's goal is to pro­ 
vide child welfare workers with 
a working budget of $200 per 
month 
for 
emergencies that 
arise. 
Here are some actual cases: 
Jimmy, 3. is a hydrocephilic 
(water head) child from this im­ 
mediate area. 
He was deserted by his young 
mother recently and left in the 
care of his elderly grandmother. 
She took Jimmy to a doctor who 
referred the chilli to the Missou­ 
ri crippled Children's Service. 
The service 
representative 
told the grandmother that Jimmy 
would never lie normal. He will 
never be attic to walk, talk or 
feed himself. 
He suffers from 
a congenital defect from which 
most persons afflicted die in 
childhood, or in their teens. 
There is no known cure but the 
University of Missouri medical 
center treats afflicted children 
by draining some of the fluid and 
giving 
them 
periodic 
relief 
from the pressure that builds 
to their brains. 
Hie child welfare worker was 


called when the crippled chil­ 
dren worker learned that 
the 
grandmother could not afford to 
pay the transportation costs for 
Jimmy's treatments. 
Two problems were involved. 
The grandmother was not the 
legal guardian and could not sign 
for the required surgery to give 
the child relief. 
This problem was overcome 
within two weeks. Upon investi­ 
gation, the child welfare worker 
found that the mother was no 
longer living with her husband, 
or had she for three years. Not 
a trace of the mother's wherea­ 
bouts was found, so after a hear­ 
ing, custody was granted to the 
grandmother. 
But the second problem, the 
one that each reader could have 
solved by pooled effort, was how 
to pay the transportation costs 
for the treatments. 
It took more than a month to 
work through a local church and 
titre a man to take Jimmy 
for 
treatments. 
The extra month Jimmy suf­ 
fered could have been elimi­ 
nated if the Scott County chil­ 
dren's fund had a surplus to 
meet such emergencies. 
Case No. 2 
A deploratile case of a 
nine- 


year-old 
girl named Jane who 
had been sexually molested and 
had to be taken from this imme­ 
diate area to be treated for ex­ 
treme hemorrhaging was not re­ 
moved from the circumstances 
that led to her attack. 
A hospital social worker who 
learned of 
Jane's 
attack in­ 
vestigated 
and came to the 
opinion that she had been mo­ 
lested in her own home. 
A doctor 
in this area 
had 
treated Jane twice before for 
such 
hemorrhaging. Her par­ 
ents 
said they thought the chile 
had cancer. Her doctor told the 
social worker that he had told the 
parents 
the girl had been mo­ 
lested. 
It 
was 
the opinion of the 
child 
welfare 
worker 
that 
since neither the attacker, or 
die place could be established, 
that the child should be put in 
a foster home. 
But 
a 
shortage of foster 
care 
money prevented this and 
Jane was returned to her home. 
Case No. 3 
If you could prevent the death 
of a child, would you? 
A baby died last year in our 
area shortly after delivery. He 
would have lived if he had re­ 
ceived proper medical care at 


that critical time. 
But, Peggy, the 
mother, was 
unable to pay $100 required by 
the doctor she saw during her 
pregnancy. She was turned away 
by the doctor when her labor 
pains 
started two months be­ 
fore • the baby was expected. 
Fran, 
a 
neighbor living in 
an adjoining apartment, assis­ 
ted in the delivery, but the child 
died. He died six hours after 
birth. 
What kind of a mother would 
allow such a thing to happen? 
An 
unknowing mother is the 
answer. Peggy was unmarried, 
unemployed and had no rela­ 
tives living here. 
You can prevent such a tra­ 
gedy from 
recurring, by sup­ 
porting the Scott 
County chil­ 
dren's fund.

In France, children put their shoes on the door­ 
step on Christmas Eve so the Christ Child (or 
Father Christmas) can fill them with gifts. 
In 
Italy, on the eve of Epiphany, or Twelfth Night, 
a sort of aged fairy queen named La Befana 
com es down the chimney with gifts for the chil­ 
dren. 
Most children in South America believe that 
the Wise Men bring them Christmas gifts. Chil­ 
dren in Brazil find gifts in their shoes on Christ­ 
mas morning. On the eve of Epiphany some people 
leave water and hay on the doorstep for the Wise 
Men’s cam els. 
Christians in China and Japan observe C hrist­ 
mas customs that are familiar to us.

One day not so long ago, as our calendar counts 
time, a little boy wept because it was Christmas.

CHRISTMAS DEATH COUNT 
The National Safety Council is usually the source 
of only bad tidings with its pre-holiday prophecy 
of impending bloodshed on the highways. 
Its 
experts are already busy calculating the probable 
toll for the three-day Christmas weekend, which 
for fatality-counting 
purposes begins 10 a.m. 
(CST) Saturday, Dec. 23. But during the course of 
1967 the council has also been able to offer some 
mildly encouraging news. 
Its continuing audit of America’s home front 
slaughter indicates that motorists haven’t been 
dying up to expectations so far. Highway deaths 
recorded from January until November were 
actually 200 below the same point a year earlier. 
The comparison is even more favorable because 
of the annual increase in motor traffic, about 4 
per cent this year. By that reckoning, the death 
rate dropped by three-tenths of a percentage point, 
to 5.3 per 100 million miles traveled. 
Dr. William Haddon Jr., director of the National 
Traffic Safety Bureau, says these are “ early re ­ 
turns and need much more watching.” 
But he 
professes to see in them a glimmer of hope that 
car safety regulations are having an effect. His 
office administers the regulations, and sets many 
of them. 
Once before, in 1958, traffic deaths fell below 
the previous year’s only to rise again and keep 
pushing upw'ard to new records each succeeding 
year. The 1966 record of 53,000 passed the 50,- 
000-mark for the first time. 
It was amassed 
with the help of an onslaught of 5,000 fatalities 
last December, 600 of them counted in a 38-hour 
period encompassing the Christmas travel period. 
Then, as now, the holiday w as part of a long record 
with a grisly year-end finish.

In France, children put their shoes on the door­ 
step on Christm as Eve so the Christ Child (or 
Father Christm as) can fill them with gifts. 
In 
Italy, on the eve of Epiphany, or Twelfth Night, 
a sort of aged fairy queen named La Befana 
com es down the chimney with gifts for the chil­ 
dren. 
Most children in South Am erica believe that 
the W ise Men bring them Christmas gifts. Chil­ 
dren in B razil find gifts in their shoes on C hrist­ 
mas morning.

REALITIES AND CHRISTMAS 
One day not so long ago, as our calendar counts 
tim e, a little boy wept because it was C hristm as. 
He had previously picked his way through his 
meager presents that morning and then had crept 
quietly to a secluded corn :r to rub from his face 
the tears that wet his eyes and to choke back the 
rising lump in his throat. The gift he had most 
desired was not there — never mind what it was, 
for this was in the depression of the *30s and wants 
had little to do with getting.

We have for­ 
gotten that Christm as cam e to be after a long 
and tiring trip for a woman great with child. We 
have forgotten that it began in a stable, in a 
manger, in the most humble manner. 
Truly, there was joy as there should be today, 
for a hopeful humanity had been told to await a 
savior and He had com e. And for those who would 
greet Him and celebrate His birth there was a de­ 
mand of commitment (‘‘Glory to God in the high­ 
est*’) and a prom ise (‘‘and on Earth, peace, good 
will to men**).

CHRISTMAS DEATH COUNT 
The National Safety Council is usually the source 
of only bad tidings with its pre-holiday prophecy 
of impending bloodshed on the highways. 
Its 
experts are already busy calculating the probable 
toll for the three-day Christm as weekend, which 
for fatality-counting 
purposes begins IO a.m . 
(CST) Saturday, Dec. 23. But during the course of 
1967 the council has also been able to offer som e 
m ildly encouraging news. 
Its continuing audit of Am erica’s home front 
slaughter indicates that m otorists haven’t been 
dying up to expectations so far. Highway deaths 
recorded from January until November were 
actually 200 below the sam e point a year earlier. 
The comparison is even more favorable because 
of the annual increase in motor traffic, about 4 
per cent this year. By that reckoning, the death 
rate dropped by three-tenths of a percentage point, 
to 5.3 per IOO million m iles traveled. 
Dr. William Haddon Jr., director of the National 
T raffic Safety Bureau, says these are “ early re­ 
turns and need much more watching.” 
But he 
p rofesses to see in them a glimmer of hope that 
car safety regulations are having an effect. His 
office adm inisters the regulations, and sets many 
of them . 
Once before, in 1958, traffic deaths fell below' 
the previous year’s only to rise again and keep 
pushing upward to new records each succeeding 
year. 
The 1966 record of 53,000 passed the 50,- 
000-m ark for the first tim e. 
It was am assed 
with the help of an onslaught of 5,000 fatalities 
last December, 600 of them counted in a 38-hour 
period encompassing the Christmas travel period. 
Then, as now, the holiday was part of a long record 
with a grisly year-end finish.

Edmondson 


Wins Point In 


Legal Fight 


JOPLIN, Mo. (AP) — George 
B. Edmondson, 30, a fugitive 
from M issouri law who fled to 
Canada and became a respect­ 
ed construction engineer, won a 
legal point Tuesday, but he still 
is not a free man. 
His plea that a 10-year Mis­ 
souri prison sentence hanging 
over him since 1965 be set aside 
was granted. Judge Ray E. Wat­ 
son of the Jasper County Circuit 
Court then followed that ruling 
with another, that he be held for 
further proceedings, possibly an­ 
other trial. 
It would be his third on the 
same 
charge, 
of 
robbing 
a 
Springfield, Mo., store in 1961. 
His 
court-appointed 
attorney, 
James Dunn, said he believes 
another trial unlikely. The prin­ 
cipal witness against Edmond, 
son, Sheriff Glen Hendrix 
of 
nearby Greene County, died two 
weeks ago, Dunn explained. 
Edmondson was sentenced to 
30 years imprisonment in his 
first trial in 1962. He fought the 
conviction for three years and 
won a new trial. At that trial, 
in 1965, he pleaded guilty and 
received the 10-year term. Wat­ 
son was the presiding Judge. 
Watson’s ruling Tuesday was 
on Dunn’s motion the sentence 
be vacated on grounds that Ed­ 
mondson had been inadequately 
represented by counsel in his 
1965 trial. The judge denied an­ 
other defense claim that 
the 
sentence was "cruel, unusual, 
inhuman, or excessive.” 
Edmondson escaped from the 
Missouri 
Penitentiary 
s i x 
months after imprisonment in 
1965. He was once listed by the 
FBI as one<of its 10 most-wanted 
crim inals. Edmondson was rec­ 
ognized and arrested last June 
in Shawville, Quebec, where he 
was the supervising engineer of 
a $600 million paper mill. He 
had also m arried and, at the 
time of his arrest, was the fa­ 
ther of a newborn son. 
During his freedom in Cana­ 
da, Edmondson taught himself 
engineering, and before going to 
Shaw vine,'he was the chief en­ 
gineer of the West German pa­ 
vilion at Expo 67 in Montreal. 
After his return to Missouri, 
he was sentenced to two addi­ 
tional years imprisonment for 
escaping from the state peniten­ 
tiary. No disposition of that sen­ 
tence was made at Tuesday’s 
hearing.

JOPLIN, Mo. (AP) — George 
B. Edmondson, 30, a fugitive 
from Missouri law who fled to 
Canada and became a respect­ 
ed construction engineer, won a 
legal point Tuesday, but he still 
Is not a free man.

Edmondson was sentenced to 
30 years imprisonment in his 
first trial In 1962. He fought the 
conviction for three years and 
won a new trial. At that trial, 
In 1965, he pleaded guilty and 
received the IO-year term. Wat­ 
son was the presiding Judge. 
Watson’s ruling Tuesday was 
on Dunn's motion the sentence 
be vacated on grounds that Ed­ 
mondson had been Inadequately 
represented by counsel In his 
1965 trial. The judge denied an­ 
other defense claim that 
the 
sentence was “cruel, unusual, 
inhuman, or excessive.'* 
Edmondson escaped from the 
Missouri 
Penitentiary 
s i x 
months after imprisonment in 
1965. He was once listed by the 
FBI as on«kOf its IO most-wanted 
criminals. Edmondson was rec­ 
ognized and arrested last June 
in Shawvllle, Quebec, where he 
was the supervising engineer of 
a $600 million paper mill. He 
had also married and, at the 
time of his arrest, was the fa­ 
ther of a newborn son. 
During his freedom In Cana­ 
da, Edmondson taught himself 
engineering, ^nd before going to 
Shaw vin s,‘he was the chief en­ 
gineer of the West German pa­ 
vilion at Expo 67 in Montreal. 
After his return to Missouri, 
he was sentenced to two addi­ 
tional years imprisonment for 
escaping from the state peniten­ 
tiary, No disposition of that sen. 
ten ce was made at Tuesday's 
hearing.

Because Mr. Pincus had more 
confidence in a gadget than in our word was no reason to fire 
us.” 
The dispute had to be resolved in court.

hidden enemy is carrying on a 
strange g u e r r i l l a warfare 
against the $l-billion oil indus- 
try of southwest l-ouisiana, dy­ 
namiting pipelines, oil 
wells, 
service stations and communi­ 
cation lines. 
Twenty-two times in the last 
two years dynamite bombs have 
exploded in the secrecy of night, 
causing damage roughly 
esti­ 
mated at $1 million. 
Resulting tensions have cost 
two lives. 
One of the most recent blasts, 
a bombing of a 22-inch gas pipe, 
line near Gueydan, La., on Oct. 
5, prompted the Texaco On Co. 
to post a $50,000 reward. No one 
has offered information to claim 
it. 
The foe is unnamed, his mo­ 
tives 
unclear. 
Only 
meager 
clues 
have

at 
bombed sites. And countermeas­ 
ures taken by state police and 
the sheriffs of 10 parishes have 
not achieved a single arrest. 
Disturbed citizens have insist­ 
ed the governor take 
ac tion. 
They have formed committees, 
pooled their money and hired 
private detectives. 
One drilling contractor has 
armed his 22 employes 
with 
shotguns, vowing the bcmbers 
“are not going to run these men 
off.” 
The big oil and gas corpora­ 
tions have 
tightened 
security 
and joined civic leaders in offer­ 
ing rewards totaling $80,000. But 
they admit, privately, they are 
virtually defenseless. 
“ There must be 3,000 wells in 
southwest Louisiana,” notes one 
industry spokesman. <rwe can’t 
have a man at each well 24 
hours a day.” 
State and local investigators 
point out that because dynamite 
can be planted hours before it is 
detonated, a bomber has ample 
time to escape.

Ford was the most optimistic 
as he foresaw a 9.3 million car 
year— just about equal to the 
record year of 1965— for next 
year. Ford attached a big “ if” 
to his prediction, namely that no 
federal 
income 
tax 
increase 
would be put into effect by early 
January. 
Roche and Townsend predict­ 
ed sales would be over nine mil­ 
lion but neither would get any 
more specific. Chapin settled on 
a forecast of a 9.1 to 9.2 million 
car sales year. 
Chapin predicted his firm — 
American Motors—would up its 
sales to 300,000 next year com­ 
pared with the 240,000 sales it 
chalked up in 1967.

Ford was the most optimistic 
as he foresaw a 9.3 million car 
year— Just about equal to the 
record year of 1965— for next 
year. Ford attached a big “ if” 
to his prediction, namely that no 
federal 
income 
tax 
increase 
would be put into effect by early 
January. 
Roche and Townsend predict­ 
ed sales would be over nine mil­ 
lion but neither would get any 
more specific.

They Fotfght For Us And We Ought 


To Remember Their Names 


Today we as a Nation are faced 
with an old problem. Whom do we 
follow: Principle or expediency? 
Good or evil? Sacrifice or self­ 
ishness? 
Service or 
oppor­ 
tunism? Conscience or collec­ 
tivism? 
God 
or 
Mammon? 
There are 
many gods 
which 
tempt us today. Some offer quick, 
easy solutions to satisfy 
our 
creature comforts. Others offer 
us 
opportunities to exploit the 
freedom of our land in order to 
release 
our 
personal 
anxie­ 
ties and frustrations. Many peo­ 
ple, many ideologies, 
many 
factors divide our loyalties and 
make it difficult to assert with 
complete unity of conviction our 
belief 
in any single being 
or 
ideal. 
We therefore blame our 
inability to pledge ourselves with 
complete assurance to God on the 
fact 
that 
we 
are living in a 
pluralistic 
society which must 
inevitably cause 
man to com­ 
promise 
those convictions that 
he formerly held with simplicity 
and unity. And thus the tragedy 
unfolds. The ideal fails to gov­ 
ern us; we 
instead exploit and 
manipulate 
the ideal. The 
net 
result is 
a compromise of all 
things once held sacred, even a 
firm belief in Almighty God. 
The Apostle Paul wrote in his 
second epistle to the Corinthians 
that 
“the letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life.” While Ameri­ 
cans 
have 
traditionally been 
united by a 
firm belief in the 
observance of law, yet many to­ 
day 
would 
become 
guilty 
of 
seeking the letter to the exclus­ 
ion of the spirit. 
The 
ancient 
Romans 
cautioned against the 
practice of 
reductio 
ad 
ab- 
surdum, which in essence meant 
that one should avoid reducing 
things to an extreme and foolish 
conclusion. 
Our Founding Fathers saw fi* 
to make 
a 
reliance 
upon 
a 
Supreme Being an integral part 
of our Constitution. The 
First 
Amendment 
permits 
the free 
exercise 
of 
religion; that is, 
each can worship God in his own 
way. 
Further, the Declaration 
of Independence indicated that we 


would be 
a nation with a “ firm 
reliance upon the 
protection of 
Divine Providence.” Little did 
our forefathers realize that the 
pursuit 
of 
Baal 
would place 
in jeopardy that 
very Spirit 
upon and by which the 
Nation 
was founded. Little 
did 
they 
realize that 
there 
would 
be 
those 
who would 
practice the 
art of reductio ad absurdum in 
regard to those laws governing 
the 
separation of church and 
state. 
But for many, the Lord is no 
longer God. He is Mammon. He 
is Baal. He is Convenience. He is 
Comfort. He is Expediency. He 
is Disregard of Duty. He is the 
Harvester but never 
the Plan­ 
te r. 
Truly, many have invoked 
the letter of the law. But in their 
erro r, they have overlooked the 
spirit of justice. 
The Founding 
Fathers had a 
clear purpose in mind when they 
set forth those laws w hich shall 
govern our land. They knew that 
in order to protect the rights of 
all individuals, that no partiality 
could be 
shown 
in matters of 
faith. The First Amendment to 
the Constitution thus clearly de­ 
fines the 
separation of Church 
and 
State by stating that “ Con­ 
gress 
shall make 
no law re­ 
specting an establishment of re­ 
ligion, or 
prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof. . .” In a gen­ 
uine 
spirit 
of American free­ 
dom the religious rights of the in­ 
dividual 
are thus safeguarded 
from the interference of govern­ 
ment and the threat of religious 
tyranny. This has long been the 
American way. It is truly a good 
and 
just way. It secures reli­ 
gious 
liberty for 
all. 
It al­ 
lows maximum freedom of con­ 
science in m atters of faith and 
worship. 
It 
is the way of the 
free 
individual in a 
free 
so­ 
ciety. 
But while the Constitution con­ 
tains no law' respecting the es­ 
tablishment of religion, neither 
does it state that we shall be a 
nation without God. For under­ 
lying our form of government 
and our political and economic 


rights 
is a fundamental belief 
in God. This belief in Sovereign­ 
ty of God assures the 
unity of 
the Nation. The 
classic phrase 
“ In God 
We 
Trust** 
further 
assures the 
individual that the 
protection of his 
dignity and 
freedom is best served by our 
Nation’s 
reliance 
upon 
a Su­ 
preme 
Being. For 
the nation 
that loves God 
loves liberty, 
justice, 
mercy, 
equality, tol­ 
erance 
and 
brotherhood. 
But 
the nation that falls away from 
God replaces these virtues with 
slavery, injustice, 
tyranny, in­ 
equality, 
intolerance, and pre­ 
judice. History proves this most 
certainly true. 
Our 
Founding 
Fathers knew the Lord: He is 
God, and 
they followed Him. 
The 
inalienable rights of the 
individual in American 
society 
have been genuinely purchased 
at a dear price. Many have died 
that the Nation might live. Many 
have 
died that w'e 
may enjoy 
“ the right to worship God as we 
please, the right to free speech 
and a free 
press, the right to 
peaceably assem ble, the 
right 
to 
petition for redress of grie­ 
vances, the 
right 
to privacy 
in our homes, the right of ha­ 
beas 
corpus, the right to trial 
by jury, the right to move about 
freely at home and abroad, the 
right 
to own private property, 
the 
right to free elections and 
secret 
ballot, the 
right 
to 
work 
in callings 
and 
locali­ 
ties of our choice, the right to 
bargain with our employers and 
employees, the right to go into 
business to make 
a 
profit, 
the 
right 
to bargain for goods 
and services in a free market, 
the right to contract about our 
affairs, the right to the service 
of government as a protector and 
referee, and the right to freedom 
from arbitrary government regu­ 
lation and control.” 
No 
other 
nation in the world 
can boast the availability of so 
many rights to so many people. 
Each is 
entitled to the benefit 
of 
all the privileges 
of this 
land without obligation, save love 
and support of that which Amer­ 


ica represents. But these rights 
were 
not always ours. 
They 
came not without 
struggle and 
death. We have benefitted from 
such sacrifices. We 
have 
en­ 
deavored to build upon that firm 
foundation bequeathed to us. But 
we cannot become idle 
in our 
efforts, for there are those who 
would destroy those ideals which 
we love. 
These troubled times 
truly make the preservation of 
our freedoms 
a 
full-time con­ 
cern for every American. 
The 
dangers of the interna­ 
tional communist conspiracy are 
known well by all dedicated Amer­ 
icans. And it 
is in the area of 
our 
religious 
convictions that 
communism would care to do us 
harm. For the communists know 
full well that it 
is our spirit­ 
ual strength that has made us 
great. It is our fiith in .Almighty 
God that has sustained this Na­ 
tion 
through 
many great con­ 
flicts, to the outcome of victory 
over tyranny and 
oppression. 
And 
it 
is 
thus that our faith 
in God, more any other aspect 
of our lives, should never 
be 
compromised - not for pleasure, 
not 
for 
convenience, 
not for 
anything I For as we stand with 
God, we shall never standalone. 
We 
shall then stand 
together 
as the 
true hope of true free­ 
dom throughout the world. 
Yet, while the 
threat of com­ 
munism is 
apparent, there is a 
more 
subtle threat to our way 
of life, no less a 
danger. I 
speak of the actual and 
poten­ 
tial apathy on the party of pre­ 
sumably good and loyal Ameri­ 
cans 
who find it 
difficult to 
be concerned with any of the vi­ 
tal 
issues 
regarding our way 
of life, just 
so long as their 
personal comforts 
are 
well 
secured. “Let 
our young men 
die,” say 
many. “ As long 
as 
I am safe 
and secure, it’s not 
my concern.” 
Men continue to fight and die 
for the things 
which have pro­ 
duced 
our way of life. Yet we 
continue to find it necessary to 
urge people to go to the polls 
in support of their government, 
irrespective of part\ affiliation. 
Further, most 
people feel no 
necessity of being informed re­ 
garding the issues and changes 
throughout the world. 
Instead, 
they leave their thinking in these 
matters to be done by others. And 
the first step in tyranny is tak­ 
en for them. Have we forgotten 
the hardships which produced this 
great Nation? Have 
we 
for­ 
gotten the struggles that have and 
continue to affect our well-being^ 
The first Memorial Day cele­ 
brated within the Union was held 
in 1868, after General John A. 
Logan of Illinois issued his fa- 
mous 
General 
Orders to the 
Grand Army of the Republic. They 
began as follows: 
Headquarters 
Grand Army of the Republic 
Washington, DjC. 
May a, 1868. General Orders, 
No. 11: 
“ The 
30th day of May, 1868, 
is designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers, or other­ 
wise 
decorating the graves of 
comrades who died in defense of j 
their country during the late re­ 
bellion and whose bodies now lie 
in almost 
every city, 
village, 
hamlet, and 
churchyard of the 
land.” 
This day we still observe. The 
number of graves 
to decorate 
has increased many times. The 
number of 
challenges 
which 
caused 
these brave men to take 
up arm s 
has 
ever increased. 


And so has our regard 
for the 
men and the challenges. Yet it 
would be impossible to mention 
all who have served the cause of 
freedom. For there are many who 
have 
rendered silent sacrifices 
to the preservation of our coun­ 
try.

can remember but a few:

PROTECTING THE DOLLAR 
In arguing for a tax increase, 
the Johnson administration in r e ­ 
cent weeks has taken the position 
that it is needed as a signal to the 
world that the United states will 
fight inflation and will not go the 
way of Great Britain, which has 
devalued its money. 
Certainly the U.S. should be sig ­ 
naling to other responsible coun­ 
tries that the dollar will be main­ 
tained at its present level. More 
importantly, people at home need 
to be reassured on this point. The 
U. S. government has a solemn 
duty to uphold the worth of the 
currency and not to destroy the 
value of savings and other finan­ 
cial holdings. 
But what is the best way to sig ­ 
nal 
this 
intention 
to 
people 
at home and abroad? 
Is a tax 
in crease the best way? Thought­ 
ful citizens may properly deny 
that a tax increase, without co r­ 
responding cuts in public spend­ 
ing, is an adequate signal. 
The dollar is threatened for one 
reason, 
nam ely, 
because 
the 
U. S. governm ent for a long p e r­ 
iod of y ears has been lending or 
giving away m ore money than it 
aarn s in revenue. 
It has been 
pumping money into wasteful p ro­ 
jects overseas and at home. 
It 
la s been estim ated, for exam ­ 
ple, that over $100 billion has 
been spent on foreign aid since 
the end of World War II. 
The 
Johnson adm inistration, while a l­ 
legedly concerned about the bal­ 
ance of paym ents, is continuing 
:o support this kind of aid on a 
:rem endous scale. India, for in­ 
stance, is virtually fed by the 
United States, which sends vast 
quantities of wheat to that coun­ 
try. 
Yet this spending on free food 
to India has not done anything fun­ 
dam ental 
to 
help the Indians 
sa%e them selves. 
The Indians, 
caught up in a tragic m ess of c u r­ 
ious religion and equally curious 
econom ics, have wasted what has 
been loaned or given by the Uni­ 
ted sta te s. 
India's problem s 
becam e m ore acute every month. 
At the sam e tim e, the leaders 
of the G reat society are insisting 
that the War on Poverty must be 
escalated and that a vast finan­ 
cial appeasem ent operation must 
be conducted for those who are in 
a mood to riot in the nation's c it­ 
ie s. Influential liberals call for 
a dom estic M arshall Plan that 
will involve the spending of more 


billions for rebuilding of urban 
“ ghetto" 
are a s at government 
expense. 
These expenditures, dom estic 
and foreign, are undermining the 
value of the Am erican dollar. The 
reason is that they are non-pro­ 
ductive 
expenditures. 
Unlike 
money spent on building a new 
plant in the United States, the 
federal projects don’t lead to any 
financial return for the A m eri­ 
can people. 
They constitute a 
form of blackm ail of this nation, 
whereby money is spent simply 
to keep the re stle ss from com ­ 
m itting havoc. 
The 
United States cannot af­ 
ford to pay this kind of tribute 
forever. Rich as tills nation is 
in m aterial and human re so u rc ­ 
e s , its economy is not a bottom­ 
le ss well. Our society cannot get 
around basic economic laws. In 
our lifetim e, we have seen the 
U. S. dollar devalued through un­ 
wise federal spending from 100 
cents on the dollar to less than 50 
cents. The grim prospect is that 
a m ore direct and speedy form of 
devaluation 
may 
be 
required 
u nless im m ediate action is taken 
to bring spending in line with the 
nation’s income. 
The burden of defense is an im ­ 
m ense one. 
Yet the Congress 
cannot get rid of this burden at a 
tim e when the enem ies of fre e ­ 
dom and the capitalist system 
a re w arring against the U. S. 
Thus the United States has fixed 
expenditures in the defense area 
that are inescapable. Reduction 
in public costs, designed to bol­ 
s te r dom estic and foreign confi­ 
dence in the dollar, has to come 
out of the innumerable non-es­ 
sential spending item s that have 
been added to the budget during 
the 
Kennedy and Johnson Ad­ 
m inistrations. 
We have seen the result of con­ 
tinuous spending of more than is 
received — as has been the case 
in the United States for 23 of the 
la st 33 years - - in two form erly 
great nations of the world in r e ­ 
cent years. One of these nations, 
F rance, accepted a dictatorship. 
The 
other, G reat B ritain, ac­ 
cepted 
second- or third - rate 
ranking among nations, with still 
a very uncertain future.

Surveying the current scene d is­ 
passionately, the realist is for<ec 
to conclude that the A m ericar 
people are dem onstrating theii 
incapacity for self-governm ent. 
L aw less rioting, with much loss 
of life and vast destruction ol 
property, has appeared widely 
throughout the country. 
Some 
said this was not to lie taken toe 
seriously because the p artici­ 
pants were a minor group of un­ 
educated people. 
If such a c ­ 
tions had taken place spontane­ 
ously, 
without 
encouragem ent 
from our political, religious anc 
educationa leaders, it would have 
been no cause for alarm . 
But 
when our top political leaders 
speak 
of ‘-fellow revolutiona­ 
r ie s " , of leading rebellions oi 
th eir own, and when religious 
lead ers and educators, as well as 
politicians, participate in m arch­ 
es and dem onstrations, it b e­ 
com es evident that educate lead­ 
e rs are supplying at least some 
of the dynamic that causes the 
law less rioting 
and destruction 
and property. 
The recent spate of teach ers’ 
strik e s defying state laws c le a r­ 
ly shows that leadership of the 
law less movement com es from 
the top. 
The teachers' strike ii 
New York was in violation of the 
T aylor Act, and was carried or 
in defiance both of the law anc 
the findings of a prestigious, im ­ 
partial com m ittee which recom ­ 
mended salary increases totaling 
m ore than $125 million annually, 
or about $800 per teacher the first 
y ear and $550 more the seconc 
year. 
Despite the law and despite the 
recom m endations 
of the fact­ 
finding boards, the teachers con­ 
tinued their strike until thev won 
an extra $10 million. 
Subway w orkers and team sters 
have defied the lav. with im puni­ 
ty, but never liefore to our knowl­ 
edge has an educated group of 
lead ers chosen to flout the law 
on a large scale. If the guardians 
of our youth practice law less­ 
ness, what can we expect from 
youth and less education groups 
of people?

munity. Taking the law into their 
own hands, the neighbors would 
condemn a man to be tarred and 
feathered and ridden out of town 
on a rail. There was a case of 
this sort in Paris when I was a 
very small boy.

ened a wood-working shop and 
made a living for himself until 
he died at an advanced age.
